FUNDAMENTAL ATHLETIC EVIL. 


| Harvard’s President Says Too Many 


of the Undergraduates Use 
Only Their Lungs. 


{New York Times:] Harvard's new 
president undoubtedly pointed out the 
fundamental evil of athletics as they 
exist in many universities when he 
said that the intercollegiate contest 
of any sort should be the culmination 
of a general sport, pursued by a large 
body of undergraduates, and that the 
“teams” should not 
be, Iike the gladiators of old, groups 
of men trained to a special efficiency 
in activities In which few of the other 
students take any part except as spec- 
tators and contributors of money. 

There are certain excellencies and 
superiorities which, for those with im- 
portant duties and great opportunities, 
cost more than they are worth and 
are actually disgraceful if attained, 
though in themselves these excellen- 
cles and supertoritieg are innocent or 
even admirable. According to classic 
legend—or fable—a Greek King was 
reproved for lamenting nis inability 
to play the lyre as well as a profes- 
sional musician, and was told that it 
would be shameful if he could, since 
for him the attainment of such skill 
would mean the neglect of state affairs 
— royal obligations. He took the 


reproof in good part, and so should 
some college boys if they were told 
that their profigiency in this or that 
sport or game, instead of being 4&4 
cause for legitimate pride, revealed a 
|| gross ignorance of relative values. 

"| Most colleges, nowadays, condition 
membership in the teams on the main- 
itenance of something more than aver- 
age scholarship, but the ideas of ten 
and twenty years ago, that athletics 
are only for those who can rise to far 
mere than average rank in them, ts 
still far too prevalent among the un- 
dergraduates, with the result that tae 
great majority of them are content to 
exercise only their lungs.

HOW RATS CARRY EGGS. 


Two Rats Work Together and Pass the 
Egg Along Without Breaking the 
Shell. 


{McClure’s Magazine:] The great 
Cuvier used especially to admire the 
rat's tall, which he said has more mus- 
cles than the human hand. Careful 
experiments by Romanes, moreover, 
have proved the truth of the ancient 
belief that, by letting down its tail and 
licking the end, the rat extracts oil, 
milk, wine, molasses, and other fluids 
deep or naow-necked vessels. 

‘No single point illustrates better the 
Sagacity of the rat than the way in 
which it eats an egg. It bites through 
the shell and chips off small fragments 
as neatly as a squirrel opens a nut, 
consumes the entire contents without 
spilling a drop, and then sits up and 
licks itself clean like a cat. Rats will 
steal the eggs from under a sitting 
hen; in Washington, D. C., they car- 
ried off seventy-five dozen eggs which 
a commission merchant had incautious- 
ly stored in a wooden tub.

“Blood is Thicker Than Water, or 

God's Great Call to England and Amer- 

ica.” The service was a memory of 

Queen Victoria and King Edward VII. 

The English flag was given a promi- 

nent place in the decorations. The big 

church was crowded. The text was, 

“Banctify yourself, for tomorrow ine 

Lord will do wonders among you.” 

Joshua 3:5. Dr. Locke said in part: 

“Tonight our hearts go out in pro- 
found sympathy for the great English 
nation. In the loss of thelr masterful 
King Edward, our nation, and the 
Whole Christian world is bereaved. 

“The antagonisms which arose be- 
tween Great Britain and her American 
colonists were, the result of a mistaken 
foreign policy. In those Jays England 
had a fool for a King. Her American 
colonists were blood of her blood. They 
were the products of long centuries 
of struggle for constitutional privi- 
leges, and the Magna Charta. It was 
because those American colonists were 
Englishmen that they would not long 
submit to unjust taxation without rep- 
resentation. 

Blood is thicker than water.“ The 
significant and prophetic emphasis put 
upon this old saying by Commodore 
Tattnall has never been forgotten by 
America and England. When in 1859 
the Chinese made an unjustifiable at- 
tack upon the British fleet, the gallant 
American commodore disregarded 
the laws of neutrality and hurried to 
the relief of the English commander. 
declaring as he did so that ‘blood was 
thicker than water.’ 4 

“Whether there shall be an alliance 
offensive and defensive between Eng- 
land and America, or an Anglo-Saxon 
federation, or an informal alliance, 
sober and trained statesmen must de- 
cide. It is certain that not only senti- 
ment and affinity, but positive obliga- 
tion to heaven and mankind rolls up- 
on the powerful and Christian Anglo- 
Saxon, the supreme duty of the hour, 
to form such a union as shall soften 
theagperities of the eastern nations 
and open the Celestial Empire to the 
progress of the West, and at the same 
time, preserve to China her integral 
tights, and national unity. 

„England and America can give to 
the world a universal language an in- 
dispensable vehicle in progress. They 
can givé to nations their customs and 
commerce. They can bless the world 
with mighty «ystems of education. It 
is the mission of these Anglo-Saxon 
people to disseminate the principles of 
f 


England must teach to the nations 
of the world respect for womanhood. 
Then, too, these two magnificent coun- 
tries are under obligation to take their 
religion to the world—a religion which 
in its conquest of love and light has 
won for itself the supremest place in 
the faiths of the world. What has 
made Great Britain and the United 
States increasing strong is the need 
and the right of every nation; and it 
is within the powers of these Christian 
people to carry the secret of life to 
the nations of the world. 

“Refore many years shall have 
passed, England and America, closely 
and more closely allied, can dictate 
peace to the world, and usher in that 
glad morning when there shall be uni- 
versal peace and the disarmament of 
the world. In the progress of Chris- 
tlenity that day will certainly come 
when swords shall be beaten into blow- 
shares and spears int, pruning hooks. 
May God hasten that triumphant

The heights call to the 
deeps. The deeps call to the heights. 

At you try to paint that,’ said an 
artist’s wife, when she had been 
led blindfold to the rim, ‘I will leave 
you.’ I felt that I was gazing upon a 
sight not on this earth. It belongs to 
the unseen world. Then the thought 
flashed upon me, until I was speech- 
less with joy, ‘If God can do that on 
earth, what will He do in heaven? And 
then a thought yet more glorious, ‘This 
scene has been made by my Father.’ 

“The sense of vastness is the con- 
trolling sensation. As one has said, 
hang up Yellowstone and Yosemite on 
the opposite wall, throw Niagara and 
Mt. Washington into the abyss, and 
you would have to look long with a 
field glass to pick them out. 

“One is impressed with the relentless 
energy of divine force. With rapids 
like Niagara, the Colorado River toss- 
ing great tree trunks on waves twelve 
or fifteen feet high, pursues its eternal 
mission through millions of ears. Per- 
severance achieves. The heights have 
pasted through their trial of storm 
and flood, and are fixed in their glory. 
The depths are constantly changine. 
From the depths you cannot see the 
heights—lesser heights shut out the 
view. But the depths Ile open to the 
heights. 

“Infinite solitude and loneliness and 
silence on the great heights and in the 
fearful depths, noisy throngs on the 
plateau, but the heights above and 
the deeps beneath are calling for each 
other. They alone understand. And the 
architects are the clouds and storms.”

MINISTER DISCUSSES THE TWENTY- 
THIRD PSALM. OR ‘A_ KING'S 
PHILOSOPHY OF LIFE.” 

At the University Methodist Episco- 
pal Church yesterday Rev. Mr. Geis- 
singer took the Twenty-third Psalm 
for the theme of an interesting ser- 
mon. He designated the psalm as “A 
King’s Philosophy of Life,” and in 
part, said: 

“I have called the twenty-third 
Psalm ‘A King's Philosophy of Life,’ 
first, because it was written by a king, 
and, secondly, because it embodies a 
kingly conception of life. It is not the 
whimper of one who has been over- 
borne by the pressure of the world, 
nor is it the groping of one who walks 
with the mists of darkness upon his 
eyes. It is the word of a calm, strong 


| faith. 


“This little minstrel] that has deen 
singing down the ages of the goodness 
of God, has only six verses, and 118 
words in it. Two simple pictures of 
pastoral life full of grace and atmos- 
phere, and as you gaze upon them 
you become aware of God and His 
love, and take up your life anew. The 
babes in the kindergarten can under- 
stand something of its meaning, and 
we never outgrow it. The mother 
croons it as she rocks her babe on her 
bosom, and Cromwell's Ironsides chant- 
ed it with a terrible faith as they 
marched across England to victory. 

“Life is often nothing more than 
foolish vanity, confusion and heart- 
break. For how many it is no more. 
We need not dispute that. We need 
not question the honesty of the man 
who wants to curse God and die. But 
life ought to issue in something better 
than that. Over all, as prophets and 
poets in all ages have been telling us, 
broods the Eternal Pity, whom Jesus 
teaches us to call our Father. Our 
lives lle in His providence and care. 
Christ came to help us to such a faith, 
so that we may lie down in the flerce- 
ness of the storm, realizing that ‘His 
way is on the sea,’ and everywhere. A 
man has not risen to real wisdom un- 
til he has left behind him his petulance 
and doubt and risen to a living faith 
in God as the sufficient grace. And to 
guide us to that faith God hath planted 
the guide-post of the cross of Christ 
in the midst of the centuries. 

“Life may also rise out of hardness 
and poverty to wealth and plenty. It 
does when we take the right attituds 
toward the worl. The Indian com- 
Diained of a stingy world. The difficulty 
was with him. All things work to- 
gether for good to those who love God. 
not to everybody, but to those who love 
God. All paths do not lead to the cool 
waters and the green pastures; but 
there is a way that does. 

“The psalm goes farther, It says that 
life does not come to all that God has 
Intended for man, until man takes God 
as his friend. I am giad for the tent 
on the burning waste and the welcome 
of the host. He was the friend of God. 
that you cannot say of every man: 
but when you can say that of any man 
as you look back on his life, you are 
sure that you are speaking of one who 
has penetrated to the secret of happi- 
ness and usefulness.”

MEMORIAL BAPTIST CHURCH. 
HOW THE MO } ; 

WORK IN THE UP-TO-DATE ‘arr 
IS DISCUSSED. 
Taking for his subject The Modern 
Church in the Modern City, Rev. sar. 
Pierce yesterday morning discussed the 
changes that has taken place in the 
work of the church, in a strong ser- 
mon in the Memoria] Baptist Church. 
He strongly urged the progressive 
church and showed that it must be up 
to date in order to be effective. In 
part he said : 

“The relationship between the mod- 
ern church and the modern city ought 
to be vital, and is vital. The city of 
the present, like the city of the past, is 
founded on the same great needs and 
desires of humanity. So the church 


of the future like the church of the 
days gone by, is founded upon the same 
great needs of man. But the city of 


the present is not the city of the past, 


and the church of the present is not 
the church of the past in some very 
important things. To fulfill its mission 
to the race and to the age, the church 
must understand the city of the pres- 
ent, its peculiarities, and its special 
needs. 

The modern church must adapt 
itself to the needs of the hour, or lose 
its power and fail to accomplish its 
mission. Two things have modified the 
church a good deal from what it was 
in the days of the past. One is the 
city itself and its changed life, and 
changed needs, and,the other is the 
new ideals of the church itself. The 
church began in a strong desire on the 
part of man to get right with God, and 
finally its conceptions of its mission 
spread to include all human relations, 
and a strong desire to put the apirit 
of truth, love and power into all things 
with which man has to do. 

“The modern church in the modern 
city must stand for the broadest pos- 
sible application of the life and teach- 


des inge of Christ. It must purify and 


plains itself and nothine else explains 
it. It can be approached, however, 
from a common standpoint which is 
universally acceptable. That we exist 
is incontrovertible. Upon that fact 
depends all achievement in svience, art 
and general progress. 

That universal fact involves correla- 
ative facts which are not at first so 
easily perceived, but which are just as 
absolute. Man is not self-existent nor 
self-creative. He is effect. not cause. 

“The nature of divine principle is ne- 
cessarily continuous. No logical 
though concerning God is possible 
without the acknowledgement of His 
eternality. Bemg eternal, He is ex- 
empt from any characteristic or quali- 
ties that might tend to interrupt being. 

“Disease is universally acknowledged 
to be destructive in its nature. Sin is 
equally so. It declares that God does 
not permit them for any purpose what- 
ever, for in order to do that it would 
be necessary for Him to be conscious 
of them, and to be conscious of an ele- 
ment of destruction is to have that ele- 
ment. 

“Christian Science, therefore, disclos- 
ing the fact that God cannot be con- 
scious of any evil element or quality, 
crystallizes that fact into the state- 
ment, God is good, This deduction has 
been generally accepted, but not gen- 
erally understood as sctentific. Chris- 


tian Science enables one to understand 
it by logical reasoning producing con- 
clusions of the most convincing nature. 

“Christian Science is scientific teach- 
ing. It involves right ideas and shows 
that they are not less scientific because 


they are purely spiritual. It employs 
many expressions to clarify our 
thought of God. e 


“The world cannot fully understand 
the debt of gratitude which it owes to 
Mrs. Fddy. The perspective of history 
will alone reveal it and even then per- 
haps only partially. When she discov- 
ered the divine principle of Christian 
Science, if she had stopped there, 
merely applying her discovery to her 
own néeds, the world would not have 
been benefited. She went much further 
than that. Impelled by an irresistible 
longing to help mankind, she saw that 
the method of Christian healing must 
be stated in such a way 4s to be un- 
derstood and practiced.”

Taking for his text “Preach Hise

Dr. Tilroé in the Boyle Heights Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church yesterday dis- 
cussed “Religion As Knowledge,” be- 
fore a good-sized congregation.’ In 
part he said: 

“One of the great things to think of 
as to the ‘Christian religion, esoteric 
and etherwise, is its unity. Last Sab- 
bath we spoke of it as power. Other 
Sabbaths it will be righteousness, 
peace, hope, purity, love. Today it is 
knowledge. Yet all these and very 
many more great good things are but 
the sweet strong faces of the one rell- 
gion. It im the unity of the earth, 
ocean, continent, islands innumerable, 
the flery soul within whose voice is 
earthquake and volcano, the gold blue 
garment of the atmosphere above, are 
all the one bright planet whirling on 
its mission among suns and stars. 

“It is the unity of the sea. Whether 
it be Atlantic or Pacific, or strait or 
sound, it is the one mighty monarch | 
whose control stops neither with shore 
nor mountain top nor wind of heaven, 
but who speaks his will in every silence 
and in every storm. As to the world of 
men, there is but one religion and as 
to the world of the soul this religion is 
never other than the same. It speaks 
in many voices but its bewitching 
songs make one immortal music. We 
hear it today as knowledge. The word 
in one’s mouth is the reveeling of the 
heart, the eloquence of the Invisible, a 
herald of all knowledge. So religion 
is a thine we know and men are to 
preach its word.”

TEMPLE BAPTIST CHURCH. 
‘THE FIGHT WITH TEMPER AND 
TONGUF” Is THE THEME OF AN 
PNSTRUCTIVE SERMON. 

Rev. Dr. J. Whitcomb Brougher 
preached to a large audience last 
night at the Temple Baptist Church 
on “The Fight With Temper 
Tongue,” introducing his theme by 
asking the question, “Do men gossip 
more than women?” He said gossip- 
ing is such easy talk that most every- 
one is more or less guilty of it. “A 
gossip, whether man or woman, is 
usually narrow-minded, bigoted, prej- 
udiced and ignorant. To enjoy talk- 
ing about the weakness of others 
shows a nature depraved and con- 
temptible. An unbridled tongue and 
an uncontrolled temper are a curse to 
the world.” Continuing, he sald: 

“Jesus declared in the Sermon on 
the Mount that everyone who is angry 
with his brother shall be in danger of 
judgment. Jcsus did not teach that 
all anger is sin. Righteous indigna- 
tion is perfectly natural and praise- 
worthy when expressed against that 
which is wrong and unjust. Jesus 
manifested His anger against preten- 
tious morality and hypocritical cant 
and injustice more than once. 

“A strong temper under contro) 
gives a man great power, but a tem- 
per uncontrollable is a sign of great 
weakness. Such a temper is usually 
accompanied by the unruly tongue, 
the latter giving expression to the 
evil spirit of the former. They are a 
curse to the individual himself. 

“They are a curse to the home. 
Probably more homes are made un- 
happy by intemperance of temper 
than by intemperance of intoxicating 
liquors. Many a man who is temper- 
ate in every other way is intemperate 
with his tongue and temper. Wife 
and children all suffer from his lack 
of self-mastery. 

“They are a curse to society. Jesus 
deciares, as do New Testament 
writers, that he who is angry at his 
brother without a cause is a murderer. 
Many a murder haa been committed 
because of an uncontrolled temper. 
The villainous slanderer who uses 
his unruly tongue to insinuate and 
perpetuate a slander is too low to be 
placed in the same class with the 
murderer. He is an enémy of society 
and ought to be banished from a civ- 
ilized community. 

“They are a curse to God. Most pro- 
fanity is an expression of uncontrolled 
temper and an unruly tongue. There 
is really no excuse whatever for 
swearing. 

They are -everely condemned. 
Jesus pronounces «a terrific penalty 


upon the one who is angry with his 
brother. Whoever is angry with his 
brother shall be Hable to a certain 
degree of punishment, even though he 
does not give expression to it. But 
those who give vent to their anger in 
scurrilous words shall have a still 
worse degree of punishrhent. 

‘They should be controtied. It is 
true that James said that no man yet 
had conquered the tongue. Brut if the 
temper is once conquered and con- 
trolled it will be much easter to keep 
the tongue in check. He who has 
mastered his temper and has control 
of his tongue,will find that he is a 
king among men. Make up your mind 
to conquer. Assert all the will power 
you have; ask God His holy 
spirit; and under the blessing of God 
you, too, may conquer your temper 
and your tongue.”

Two Days’ Celebration of American 
Club’s Anniversary le Wound 
Up With a Festmahl. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, May 22.—Mayor Gay- 
nor, Count von Bernstorff, the German 
Ambassador, and Arthur Koenig, pres- 
ident of the German Press Club of Mil- 
waukee, were the principal speakers 
at the Festmahl“ last night, which 
wound up a two-days’ celebration of 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
German Press Club of New Tork.

GREAT COHESIVENBSS. 

As it is now going into place it has 
the appearance of greater cohesive- 
ness in the fracture surfaces. The oll 
has not been applied and whether the 
surface dressing will show any im- 
provement cannot be ‘determined. 
The Los Feliz road is now waiting for 
ite surface dressing of oil and trap 
rock screenings and the two sections 
will soon offer an interesting com- 
parisan. 

As to the rate of progress now being 
made the El Monte road illustrates a 
situation that might be improved 
upon. The fact that there is a long 
wagon haul from the rallroad sta- 
tion seems to determine the progress 
of the work. One steam roller on the 
ground is idle because the other is 
able to do all the work that ta ready. 
The gang of spreaders, if too slow, 
could easily be increased. The grad- 
ing has progressed more rapidly than 
the other work. There is also the old 
complaint of inability to get rock de- 
livered fast enough. This is up to the 
Highway Commission, as the rock 
was contracted for by that body and 
is furnished to the contractor, sup- 
posediy according to their terms. 

In order to complete the fifteen- 
mile contract before another rainy 
season interferes, the contractor will 
have to make better progress than he 
has done during the past month. 
Three miles of road has been graded 
and about one mile is now filled with 
rock foundation. The policy of not 
grading and tearing up more of the 
road than can be completed within 
a reasonably short time is naturally 
favored by all who use it. It will 
eventually be necessary, however, to 
get more than three miles under way 
at a time if the contract is to be 
completed within the terms.
